A* of the weekend, the House 
Post Office and Civil Service Com­ 
mittee has reached agreement on 
certain of proposed increases in 
postal rates, which, if adopted by 
the House 'and Senate) would re­ 
sult in increased revenues for the 
Department totaling almost 
$500 
million. 
Proposed increases approved in­ 
clude raising the first-class letter 
rate from 3 to 4 cents an ounce; 
post- and postal-card rates from 2 
to 3 cents, and a 1-cent increase in 
airmail rates on letters and cards. 
Third-class rate increases pro­ 
pose a 3-cent rate instead of the 
present 2-cents for the first 2 ounce 
or fraction thereof; a 2-cent mini­ 
mum instead of the present I 1/2 
cent minimum, which 
would 
be 
increased to 2 1^2 cents on July 1, 
1959; together with other similar 
increases for this class of mail. No 
increases are proposed for mail­ 
ings of non-profit religious, educa- 
agricultural, labor, veterans, 
or 
fraternal organizations or associa­ 
tions. 
Frankly, I do not believe the pro 
p o s e d increases for third-class 
mailings are comparable to those 
which are proposed for first-class 
mail, and I believe the differential 
between first and third-class mail 
should not be more than 1-cent per 
piece, particularly since under the 
operational procedure there is lit­ 
tle difference made in the hand­ 
ling and delivery of this mail. 
The committee was to meet on 
Tuesday of this current week to dis 
cuss proposed changes <increases) 
in 
rates 
for 
second-class 
mail 
which includes newspapers, maga­ 
zines and other periodicals. I have 
talked with Chairman M urray of 
this committee giving him some 
of my views regarding 
proposed 
changes. For instance, I have been 
considering the feasibility of at­ 
tempting to obtain a redefinition of 
second-class mail. 
There is a historical and I be­ 
lieve a valid reason for subsidiz­ 
ing, to a reasonable extent, news­ 
papers. 
particularly 
the 
small­ 
town newspapers which perform a 
unique and an invaluable service 
in the dissemination of news, not 
to mention the public service they 
render in their 
respective 
com­ 
munities. In my opinion t h e s e 
same reasons do not apply to all 
magazines, particularly those that 
have no news value and which are 
purchased 
solely 
for 
entertain­ 
ment. 1 can see no valid reason 
w hy this type of publication should 
be subsidized merely because it is 
classified as being eligible for sec­ 
ond-class mailing privileges. 
I also expect to make an effort 
when this bill reaches the floor to 
have adopted an amendment which 
would restrict the mailing of print­ 
ed m atter under the congressional 
frank, to the district of the mem­ 
ber of Congress under whose ¿rank 
the m aterial is mailed. In the case 
of a member whose district is part 
of a city or a county, such mailings 
would be restricted to the city or 
county of residence of the mem­ 
ber. and in the case of Senators 
would be restricted to their state. 
Members of Congress have been 
alerted to a proposed “ march cm 
the capitol” by postal employees 
who will urge members to sign a 
discharge petition on a bill which 
would provide increases in pay 
which have been turned down by 
the Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee. President Eisenhower 
has likewise stated that he does 
not favor any increases in pay at 
this time for 1.500.000 classified 
and postal employees, on the theo­ 
ry that it would be inflationarv.

Much of the difficulty encounter­ 
ed by both the House and the Sen­ 
ate this year in attempts to work 
out satisfactory programs for feed 
g r a i n , including corn, resulted 
from lack of data. The Secretary’s 
report required by S. Res. 125 is

ling of milk from the tim e the 
cows are milked until it is in 
containers on the grocery shelves. 
To meet the rigid specifications 
for handling the cows and the 
milk on the farm s, the dairym an 
m ust provide the most sanitary 
of barns, milking equipm ent and 
methods of transporting the milk 
to the dairy. 
At the dairy, certain other rig­ 
id rules m ust be followed to in­ 
sure G rade A m ilk being deliver­ 
ed to the custom er. 
The ordinance defines a great 
many kinds of milk and milk pro­ 
ducts and specifies just w h a t 
shall determ ine t h e quality of 
each. 
In short, this milk ordinance 
will elim inate the one to three or 
four cow m ilker who has been 
in the habit of bringing in unpas­ 
teurized m ilk to small groups of 
residents. If he cannot m eet the

and in alm ost every case he can­ 
not because of the heavy cost in­ 
volved to put his dairy in condi- 
I fion to m eet G rade A require- 
j m ents, he just cannot sell his milk 
in Sikeston.

giant posters and other devices, 
however, the Administration m eas­ 
ure would penalize those that don't. 
It would substitute the pocketbook 
pinch for the carrot of encourage­ 
m ent. 
S ecretary of C om m erce Weeks 
put the A dm inistration's case be­ 
fore a Senate subcom m ittee recent­ 
ly. F ederal legislation and leader­ 
ship are needed to achieve bill­ 
board control, he said, but they 
m u st be consistent with the “ his­ 
toric rights of the states” . The 
question, then, is how to push the 
states into adopting consistent, ef­ 
fective regulation. 
Two D em ocrats, Senator Neuber- 
ger of Oregon and R epresentative 
Reuss of Wisconsin, sim ply want 
F e d e ra l aid to cover 90 per cent 
of state cost of acquiring advertis­ 
ing easem ents. 
Weeks 
said that 
this was not a proper use for F ed­ 
eral aid money. So.the A dm inistra­ 
tion bill recom m ends a backdoor 
approach. It would withhold 5 per 
cent of interstate 
highway 
aids 
from states that by 1960 have not 
brought their roadside regulations 
into conformity with F ederal stand­ 
ards. 
The cut-off dal® would not rush 
the states. F u rtherm ore, as under 
the D em ocratic bill, certain signs 
would be exem pt from control, and 
billboards would be allowed in a re ­ 
as zoned for industrial and com ­ 
m ercial use—where they certainly 
have their place and do not de­ 
tra c t from scenic vistas or signifi­ 
cantly distract a driver's attention. 
It now- rem ains for Congress to 
choose the better of two approach­ 
e s —pay or penalty. Or it can do 
nothing and leave the network of 
super roads unprotected from what 
one New oYrk court has called a 
“ hazardous scar acros sthe face of 
the countryside.” 
But w hatever Congress does or 
does not do, Wisconsin and most of 
the other states still will face the 
obligation of protecting not only 
the new’ interstate roads to be built 
within their borders, but also the 
existing networks 
of

and

Post Office and Civil Service Com­ 
mittee has reached agreement on 
certain of proposed increases in 
postal rates, which, if adopted by 
the House land Senate) would re­ 
sult in increased revenues for the 
Department totaling almost 
$500 
million 
Proposed increases approved in­ 
clude raising the first-class letter 
rate from 3 to 4 cents an ounce: 
post- and postal-card rates from 2 
to 3 cents, and a 1-cent increase in 
airmail rates on letters and cards 
Third-class rate increases pro­ 
pose a 3-cent rate instead of the 
present 2-cents for the first 2 ounce 
or fraction thereof; a 2-eent mini­ 
mum instead of the present 11/ 2 
cent minimum, which would 
be 
increased to 2 1 2 cents on July 1, 
1959; together with other similar 
increases for this class of mail. No 
increases are proposed for mail­ 
ings of non-profit religious, educa- 
agricultural, labor, veterans, 
or 
fraternal organizations or associa­ 
tions. 
Frankly, 1 do not believe the pro 
p o s e d increases for third-class 
mailings are comparable to those 
which are proposed for first-class 
mail, and I believe the differential 
between first and third-class mail 
should not be more than 1-cent per 
piece, particularly since under the 
operational procedure there is lit­ 
tle difference made in the hand­ 
ling and delivery of this mail. 
The committee was to meet on 
Tuesday of this current week to dis 
cuss proposed changes (increases) 
in 
rates 
for 
second-class 
mail 
w hich includes newspapers, maga­ 
zines and other periodicals. I have 
talked with Chairman Murray of 
this committee giving him some 
of my views regarding proposed 
changes. For instance, I have been 
considering the feasibility of at­ 
tempting to obtain a redefinition of 
second-class mail. 
There is a historical and I be­ 
lieve a valid reason for subsidiz­ 
ing, to a reasonable extent, news­ 
papers. 
particularly 
the 
small­ 
town newspapers w’hich perform a 
unique and an invaluable service 
in the dissemination of news, not 
to mention the public service they 
render in their respective 
com­ 
munities. In my opinion t h e s e 
same reasons do not apply to all 
magazines, particularly those that 
have no news value and w’hieh are 
purchased 
solely 
for 
entertain­ 
ment. 1 can see no valid reason 
why this type of publication should 
be subsidized merely because it is 
classified as being eligible for sec­ 
ond-class mailing privileges. 
I also expect to make an effort 
when this bill reaches the floor to 
have adopted an amendment which 
would restrict the mailing of print­ 
ed m atter under the congressional 
frank, to the district of the mem­ 
ber of Congress under whose frank 
the m aterial is mailed. In the case 
of a member whose district is pari 
of a city or a county, such mailings 
would be restricted to the city or 
county of residence of the mem­ 
ber. and in the case of Senators 
would be restricted to their state. 
Members of Congress have been 
alerted to a proposed “ march on 
the capitol” by postal employees 
who will urge members to sign a 
discharge petition on a bill which 
would provide increases in pay 
which have been turned down by 
the Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee. President Eisenhower 
has likewise stated that he does 
no* favor any increases in pay at 
this time for 1.500.000 classified 
and postal employees, on the theo­ 
ry that it would be inflationary.

In recent years, substitute feed 
grains have been developed 
and 
grown on uncontrolled acres, there 
by minimizing effect of the reduc­ 
tion in corn acreages. 


Senate Interior and Public Works 
Committees on the use of water 
stored in the Upper Missouri River 
reservoirs has now been submitted 
to the Army Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation for study 
and recommendations.
